Every officer of the law in St. Louis 
County is hunting for a brace of youth. 
ful masked bandits who robbed two 
saloons in St. Louis County Tuesday 
night and murdered the bartender in 
one. That they were the same admits 
of no doubt. The descriptions tally and 
their m.thods were the same. They are 
“also idenfical with those of the two rob 
bers who killed Peter Dunne’in robbing 
the saloon at I ifteenth and Poplar 
Streets on the night of Nov. 6 and 
robbed ‘at the points of their revolvers 
two grocery stores at about the same 
time. 

At 8:30 o'clock Tuesday while Joseph 
Montrey, the owner of a salopn on 
Florissant Rock road, near the end of 
the l-erguson-Kirkwood street car line, 
William, 
his father and Gabriel Tisson, two men 
entered the place, and before they 
were noticed were close to the quartet 
with pointed revolvers. Both were 
masked with blue handkerchiefs. One 
of the men was about 2 years old, 
about 6 feet tall and well built; the other 
Was younger, slighter and smaller. 


A Beld Holdup. 


The older of the two- ordered them to 
hold up their hands, whieh all did will- 
ingly except Tisson, who had to be urged 
by threats of death to do so. The four 
Were then backed against the wall, and 
were held by the small man with a re- 
volver which trembled -and_ twitched 
nervously. 

The leader then went to the cash reg- 
ister and took from it $i2 and a revolv- 
er. Assuming the younger man’s place 
as guard, he ordered him to search the 
captives. Irom William Montrey they 
took $1.15, from Tisson, who again pro- 
tested, and as subsequent events proved, 
narrowly escaped death at the hands of 
the desperate robber, $7 and a watch 
was taken. The robbers spared the old 
man, and told the proprietor of the place, 
Joseph Tisson, that as he appeared to be 
a good fellow they would leave him his 
gold watch, but relieved him of $3, over- 
looking a large roll of bill which he had 
in another pocket. 

The men were then driven into an 
box at the end of the bar, and the rob. 
bers left the place. 

In 10 minutes the men in the box 
Managed to release themselves and at 
@nce telephoned the police and all the 
galoons in that part of the county. One 
who received a telephone message was 
Eugene Guerre, whose saloon is at Nor- 
mandy, about three miles east of Mont-- 
rey's place. 

Guerre had just received word of the 
murder of August Conrad at Page ave. 
ne, near the city limits, earlier in the 
evening, and as they had been friends

. Before leaving his saloon he left his 
revolver with his bartender, August 
Boss, telling him about the robbery of 
Montrey and to look out for the robbers. 

Hé had been gone about an hour when 
the robbers entered his place. Boss was 
behind the bar, and William King, Eda- 
ward \an Horn and Jolin Tangel were 
atanding in the place talking. The 
robbers carried drawn revolvers. 

The shorter and apparently younger 
of the Intruders turned his attention to 
the three in front of the bar, and backed 
them against the east wall of the saloon, 
behind the stove, their hands in air. 

As Boss rose from behind the bar, his 
revolver in readiness, the taller of the 
fobbers shouted, as he opened fire, 
“Sorry, pal, but you drew first.” 

The robber’s weapon was an 
matic,” and three shots rang out almost 
ae one. The first shattered Boss’ right 
wrist, the others entered his head, placed 
with deadiy accuracy. Boss sank to the 
floor. He died at 1:30 a. m. Wednesday. 

The robber seemed unmoved by this as 
he turned hia aitention to the three 
trembling men against the wall of the 
saloon and ordeted them with grim 
threats to enter the icebox at the north 
end of the bar. They obeyed with ala- 
rity, and, once locked inside, could hear 
the robbers awear as they forced open 
the cash register and found only $.

Average Amount Carried by Home 
Goers Is $200.

NEW YORK, Jan. %—More thun 
$11,000,000, it is computed by steamship 
managers, was taken out of the United 
States in 1%7 by the moving horde of 
emigrants. This is nearly enough to 
build the Panama Canal. The removal 
of this sum, or rather its international! 
circulation, is considered by the sane 
authorities to be a benefit and not a 
detriment to the country. 

All agree that the average amount 
taken home by the emigrants ig $200, 
although some go away with nothing. 

The records at Ellis Island show that 
on an average each immigrant brings 
$20. On this basis the 1,364688 immu- 
grants wo afrived last year brought 
about $27,293,760. But this is not all gain 
to the country's circulation, because the 
most of it was originally furnished b: 
the relatives in this country, who send 
over the sea the prepaid steamship tick- 
et, the expenses and the pocket money 
of tho immigrant.

Some Think Judge Will Be 
Used to Save Secretary’s 
Candidacy. 





Judge Lebbeus R. Wilfley of St. Louis, 
protege of Secretary of war Taft and 
presiding Justice of the United States 
Court at Shanghai, China, arrived a‘ 
Union Station from San Francisco at 
8:10 a. m. Wednesday, with his lips 
sealed as to the charges of maladmin- 
istratpn which have been filed against 
him in Washington. 

Catholics of Shanghai and the pro- 
vinces within the jurisdiction of Judge 
Wilfley’s court have sent to the Presi- 
dent a protest because of his alleged 
hestile attitude to the Church and be- 
cause of reports that he has said from 
the bench that the Pope and the Cath- 
oie clergy in China are dishonest. 

Says the Records Speak. 

“T can't talk about that matter at 
all,”’ said Judge Wilfley. ‘‘Il am a Judge 
/and naturally I cannot discuss anything 
that I have done or said in that capa- 
city. The records are there to show for 
themselves. I must stand or fall by 
those records. [ cannot even say how 
I like the Government service in China. 

“T am on my way to Washington to 
attempt to obtain from Congress a code 
of laws for Americans in China and to 
urge the appropriating of a large sum 
of moncy for erecting a Federal building 
in Shanghal. These are my only pur- 
poses in visiting America at this time. 
I will remain in St. Louis three or four 
days before going to Washington.” 

Judge Wilfley has changed little since 
leaving St. Louis eight years ago to join 
the staff of Judge Taft, who then was 
Governor of the Philippines. 

For seven years he was Taft’s right- 
hand man in the islands. A year ago 
he was appointed Judge of the Chinese 
Court for Americans, his stated term 
of office being 10 years. 

At the station Judge Wilfley was met | 
by his brother, Attorney Xenophon P. 
Wilfley of 6085 Vernon avenue, at whose 
home he will be a guest during his 
stay In St. Louis. 

Wants Bar Purified. 
Judge Wilfley has stirred Shanghai by 
his stand for the purification of the 
American bar in China. He has dis- 
barred many American lawyers charged 
with improper practices and has exiled 
numerous women of other nations, who 
masqueraded as Americans to get the 
protection of the American Government. 
His friends say this has provoked the 
disgruntled attorneys to attack him at 
Washington. 
‘Some persons believe that the disposi- 
tion of the charges against Judge Wil- 
fley will have the greatest political sig- 
nificance and that he may be made a 
“scapegoat” to prevent the side-tracking 
of Mr. Taft as a presidential candidate. 

The disposition of these charges, prom- 
inent Republicans say, will be the su- 
preme test of the sincerity of President 
Roosevelt in urging the nomination and 
election of the War Secretary. 

This makes Judge Wilfley a nationa! 
figure. Unless Mr. Taft repudiates the 
Judge, he must be affected by what 
Mr. Wilfley has done as Judge of the 
Tnited States Court for China. 

One of the most delicate diplomatic 
missions ever undertaken by an Ameri- 
can was the one which Secretary Taf: 
pushed to a successful conclusion when 
he went to the Vatican as a specia! 
ambassador and negotiated what was 
in effect a treaty with Pope Pius xX 
as to the disposition of the friars’ lands 
in the Philippines.

OL SHIP IN A 
HATTERAS GALE 


Captain Goes Down When 
Schooner Is Wrecked by 
75-Mile Storm. 


TWO SAILORS RESCUED 
Wind on North Carolina Coast 
Said to Have Been Worst 
Since 1879. 





NORFOLK, Va., Jan. 8—A _ broken 


message received here over the United 
States seacoast telegraph wires today 
from Cape Hatteras, on the North Caro- 


lina coast, reports the stranding and 


loss on the treacherous shoals yesterday 
of an unknown schooner, out of whose 
crew of seven men five perished and 
two were saved. 

The message reports the vessel to have 
been bound from Long Point, Me., to 
Charleston, 8. C., laden with fish scrap. 
The Captain of the vessel was among 
those who were lost. 

Vessel 42 Years Old. 

The two men who escaped heard those 
aboard say that the vessel was 42 years 
old. The schooner went to pieces within 
30 minutes after she struck on the shoals 
during the fierce gale which swept the 
coast, registering a wind velocity off 
Hatteras of 75 miles an hour. It is 
declared to have been the worst storm 
in Eastern Carolina since 1879. 

The launch from the quarantine ship 
Jamestown, supposed to have been lost 
in Hampton Roads during yesterday’s 
storm, with the coxswain and engineer 
aboard, was picked up by a passing ves- 
sel after the launch had been aban- 
doned by the steamship Belvingrove, 
and was towed to Old Point Comfort, 
where Coxswain Silt and Engineer Boyd 
were safely landed.

“Chairman Herrmann calied the 
minor leaguers before him and asked 
outright if any one had any com- 
plaints and there was not a single 
one. President O’Brien of the Amer- 
ican Association was the only one in 
a warlike mood, and when his prop- 
osition to invade Chicago was so cool- 
ly and yet determinedly turned down 
by the Commission, he had not a word 
to say, but left tha city at once. Of 
course it it not known what course 
his league will now take, but he 
didn’t show any fight. As the other 
minor leagues seem to be satisfied 
with matters as they now stand, it 
looks as though the association would 
have to fight single handed if it does 
go to war, and I hardly imagine it Is 
anxious for such a fight.

St. Louisan Gives Expert Testimony. 





The universal spread of baseball 
has occasioned many articles in news- 
papers and magazines, and the id- 
josyncrasies of the nations which 
have adopted America’s sport have 
been dilated upon at length, It ap- 
pears, however, as if some of the pe- 
culiarities of baseball in Old Mexico 
have been overlooked. 


When Comiskey and 
world’s champion White Sox took 
their memorable trip to the land of 
Diaz last Year, columns of matter 
were written about.the baseball ideas 
of the Mexicans. Whether the tour 
of the White Sox improved the civ- 
jlized aspect of the sport or not can- 
not be definitely told at this distance, 
but. certain it is that the love of the 
umpire is as strong in the breasts of 
the Mexicans—players and  spec- 
tators—as it is in this country. 

According to the Mexico Daily Rec- 
ord of Dec. 30, 1907, Bocanegra, once 
one of the best of the native ball- 
players, has ended his career on the 
diamond because of a belligerency a 
trifie ahead of the best John J. Mc- 
Graw or Norman Elberfeld ever dis- 
played.

law holding corporations engaged in interstate 
comnrerce responsible for injuries received by em- 
ployes in accidents due to the negligence of fel- 
low employes or to ineffective appliances.

Some of the courts below held that the law 

Was unconstitutional because it did not purport 
tty regulate commerce; it was an attempt to reg- 
ulate the men who were .incidentally engaged in 
interstate commerce, and if the assumption were 
te stand it would carry with it power to legislate 
ih eyery direction without reference to constitu- 
nal restrictions or to the rights of states. The 
preme Court has sustained this contention and 
the law is invalidated. 
_ Thus by reckless usurpation, following the mis- 
chievous advice of the President, a measure which, 
if properly enacted, would have been a wise and 
just measure, has been reduced to white paper and 
there is great rejoicing among the corporations 
which have fought it from t .¢ first.

J HE Post-Dispatch has received from a stenographer employed by a large 
manufacturing concern in St. Louis the result of a census of matri- 
monial Mtentions recently made among the feinale office employes of the 

apany. The letter, with slight changes obviously necessary, is here printed.

“One of the heads of department, recently becoming aware of the large per. 
centage of female employes who have been with us five years, half seriously, 
half humorously, started an inquiry into the possibility that many snarriages 
were tmpending. The most popular of the female employes was asked to find 
out if there would be many vacancies this vear. 

“She ma.ec her report today and Iam permitted to send you the result. 
I confess that I was astonished when I vend her report, but on reflection 
I coniluded that this establishmnt is just an average piece of the St. Louls 
business world and that the results obtained by the inquiry here would be ap- 
proximated in any other large coffice in the city. 

“Only one girl admitted that she had no gentlemen cailers. She is 23 years 
old and has been employed here 14 months. Before she came here she taught 
school in St. Louis County. She is very studious and hopes to be able to 
go to a teachers’ college soon. She has no desire for men’s company, never 
intends to marry. 

“Five aaumitted that they receiveu calls from young men who apovarently 
have serious intentions. Five other girls are sald by their office companions 
to belong to this class of the courted. , 

“The woman of 43, the woman of %§ and one of 27 have been married. 
The last is a widow; the two first divorced their husbands. They are not 
among the courted, but receive calls from gentlemen, as do all the other girts.

A “nursery gate” is a wise precaution when there are st: irs anywhere near 

the nursery door. 

An excellent and easily made substitute for a gate is to take a piece of 


nursery, Then nall two amall, grooved strips of wood eftther side of the stair- 
way. The board can be slipped into these whenever It is necessary, and will do 
away with any fear of baby falling downstairs. 

An infant's skull ts @ very delicate thing. The bones at the top do not, as 
a rule, close until the end of the second year, so great care should be taken te 
protect the head of a very young child from knocks or blows of any kind. 
Should baby fall on his head it is wise to consult a doctor, even if he appear 
quite his normal self afterwards, as a comparatively small mishap may, if not 
attended to early, do irreparable damage to the delicate brain of a child. 
When baby cries the cause of the cry should be ascertained and at once re- 
moved, if possible. A child's tears may spring from various causes. Pain, hun- 
ger, thirst, over or under feeding, too little fresh air, pins, cramp, temper, or 
discomfort caused by too tight garments, all make poor baby give forth the 
only complaint he can. Don't get into the bad habit of picking baby up and 
nursing him the minute he begins to cry. Change of position is probably all that 
he requires, and this once effected he will very likely go peacefully to sleep 
again. 

It is said to be a good sign if children up to 7 years of age are energetic 
and restless; after that age it is a bad sign, It shows a feverish, nervous tem- 
perament. The restlessness should be géntly curbed, and a nap of quite an hour 
daily should be tnsisted upon. This wiil generally have the desired result and 
keep the child healthy and normal. 


A cure for billousness is a glass of very hot lemon water. To make this, 
squeege the juice of a lemon into a tumbler and fill up with boiling water. 
Gently sipped it will generally cause great reilef to the sufferer. 

Convulsions and starchy food—Don’t give baby such things as sopped bread, 
biseult, arrowroot or corn flour, before he cuts his teeth. These all contain @ 
large percentage of starch, which he cannot possibly digest. Convulsions, rick- 
ets, or wasting may be the ultimate result of such improper feeding. Remem- 
ber that a fat child is not necessarily a healthy child; it is muscle and firmness 
that count, not flesh and flabbiness. 

Early training—Train baby to go to sleep as soon as he is put into his crib.

When baby is quite smal! see that the thermometer registers 99 degrees Fah- 
renhelt for his daily tub. Later on, when he is a little older, it can be reduced. 
to 94 degrees Fahrenheit. 


After bathing baby, powder the skin lightly with prepared fullers earth; it 
will prevent chafing and irritation, and absorb any moisture that may remain 
after drying. When baby is very plump extra care should be taken in drying, 
as the moisture often lingers In the creases of the skin, and a nesty rash oF 
sore may result from the very slightest neglect. 

Baby's mouth is another thing that needs careful attention. 
mon infantile allment, is often caused by lack of strict cleanliness. The mouth 
should be carefully washed out night and morning, and after each meal, with 
a small piece of clean, soft, white rag, soaked in a solution of boracie acid 
and water. 

Young children should not have meat given them more than once a day, 
and no child under 18 months should be allowed to taste meat.
